Debate students do that 
every time they travel to a meet. 

For most students, debate can be taken as a required 
credit of speech for graduation. After taking the first 
semester class, they realize that there is more to it 
than simply arguing with another student about current 
event topics.

Another class offered here at East that goes hand-in-hand with business is economics. There are two different types of 
this class: macro/micro and regular. 

In macro/micro, taught by teacher Sam El-Baroudi, students get to sell EHS merchandise. Students get into groups and 
brainstorm a product to sell. In the fall and winter, the products were EHS lanyards, t-shirts, and car vinyl's. 

"I liked the challenge of selling and the competition of it too. It was fun going out and having to find a way to get my 
product sold," senior Irelan Allen said. 

In regular economics, teacher Chris Kannapel teaches students how individuals, businesses, and governments make 
decisions and how those decisions affect the economy. 

"I think it is important for students to understand how the economy works. They can use this knowledge for the future 
as well," Kannapel said. 

Economics, along with government, is a class that must be taken if a student wishes to graduate. 

Don Heese teaches his students about the branches of government and how the U.S. government works. Heese feels that 
students cannot protect their rights if they do not know them. That is one of the purposes of government class. 

"I think this class is interesting and it is definitely worth taking. We watch movies sometimes; they are mostly over court 
cases," senior Austin Dueling said. 

A new government class offered this year was AP U.S. Government which is taught by Dave Mahler. Students go through 
three cycles per semester covering various areas of government. During these cycles, each student has a role of the members 
of congress. 

"We need to understand what this country is all about and how our government works, or tries to work," Mahler said. 

All of these classes will help you one way or another in the future.

When most people think of science they 
think of chemistry, biology, or physics, not a 
social science. Psychology and sociology are 
both popular electives at East High. They 
give students a chance to learn about people 
in many different ways. 

Sociology and psychology are often 
linked together. But, they are not the same 
thing. According to social science teacher 
Lynn Hoff, sociology is concentrated more on 
a group compared to psychology, which is 
more focused on an individual. 

In sociology, one will learn about how we 
think and act in a society. Values, cultures, 
movements, and historical events are 
discussed to get a general idea of how 
people today work. 

At East there are two psychology 
courses. AP Psychology taught by David 


Mahler and regular psychology taught by 
Paul Ruby. Both classes include human 
development, learning, human behavior, 
unusual behavior, and even mental illness. 

Sometimes it's not only the subject 
that attracts a student to the course, but 
it can even be the teacher. Mr. Mahler 
taught regular psychology last year along 
with one AP course of it. Due to the 
demand of the AP course, Mahler had to 
give the regular course to Hoff. 

"Mr. Mahler is a great teacher 
because he makes the material fun and he 
explains it thoroughly. I like going to 
psychology because of him," said junior 
Morgan Green.

The book is about a young boy who has his adventure, and his dad is an alcoholic who is rude to Huck. His 
closest friend is Tom Sawyer and they have their adventures through out the book. You don't only read, you get to 
learn new and interesting things everyday.

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What's that jingling noise coming from the 
room upstairs you ask? It is the handbells group 
playing their tunes with bells. Handbells may look 
easy, but it can be made hard by not paying attention 
to when it's your turn. If you're listening to the 
handbells playing it probably just sounds like a bunch 
of bells going off, but if you listen closely you will hear 
a song in the background. 

"I love being in hand bells. To me it's just really 
fun," said junior Brianna Proctor. 

The handbell students meet every morning 
before school starts to rehearse.
